Mr. Scherer contacted Examiner Oropeza, requested a telephone interview, and was granted a telephone interview to 
discuss the rejection of record. During the interview, the following items were discussed: the Examiner's reading of 
Rohde relative to cyclic artifacts, the asserted novel aspects of the instant invention which is related to cardiac testing 
during exercise, the lead selection process, the variable ranges used in the lead selection process, and conversion of 
the flow charts in the specification for determining the value of the trigger point, for determining the number of 
independent rhythms, and for updating the program variables. No agreement was reached. Based on the discussion, 
Mr. Scherer will respond to the outstanding Office action. Examiner Oropeza will review the response and will contact 
Mr. Scherer as appropriate to optimize the prosecution process. 
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
